During tliat }>eriod 648 ra«*e8 were decideil 
and the total money distribation in stakes and purses amounted to the good sum of $285.0ti0, a daily aver- 
age of $2,714.86. The racing itself was the best ever witnessed on the island ami that despite the ordi- 
nary calibre of the horses, with few exceptions, engaged in the siiort. The atteudam^ was surprisingly 
large throughout the winter and the supiwrt of the ('ubans in the absent* of tourists from this country 
was one of the striking features of the meeting, auguring well for the future of Oriental Park as a great 
winter racing iwint.

— When tlie Jockey Club In- 
angiiratiil its Biin*au of Bn*eding in 1906 and plaein] 
ill various <H>iinti«‘s of the Empire State stallions of 
bliMHl and quality, tlie resiamse on the part of farm- 
ers and bre»‘ders was not as generous as the pro- 
moters of the venture bad hoped for, but with an 
energy whieh is characteristic of tlic governing boily 
of racing the work has been persevered with until 
tislay it is a lieacon light marking the way to the 
establishment of the most us«*ful tyi»e of general - 
piiriMise horse in the I'nited States. 

The demand for cavalry remounts sin<^ the incep- 
tion of the war was largely instrumental in arous- 
ing favorable sentiment for the half-bred liorse, 
thongli he always had friends in the ranks of those 
of oiir iieople who find rwreation in the hunting 
field, on the road or tlie bridle path. 

When fow'igu commissioners at the outbreak of 
the war began btiviiig remounts* in the United 
States the fanner and horse breeder in every in- 
stance found that horses with a dash of warm 
blood (‘ommandisl a readv sale at the highest figure. 
It was only when the supply had liecome almost ex- 
hausteil tliat the versatility of the t.V|ie was remem- 
bered by those who formerly possessed reprewnta- 
tives of it. Pound for imiind the lialf-bre<l — prefer- 
ably those prodm-eil b.v crossing the tlioronghbreil 
sire on trotting dams— have lieen found unsurpassed 
for general purpose uses, w’hetlier on the farm, the 
road or in the hunting field. 

It is gratifying, therefore, to note that the work 
of the Breeiliiig Bureau on the recommendation of 
its cliairiiian, Frank K. Sturgis, instead of being 
curtailed, is to Ih» enlarged. The b«*nefits of the 
movement are lieing felt in Virginia, Maryland. 
IVnnsylvania and Ohio. In an ever increasing de 
gree. Even far awa.v W.voniing is to have assist - 
am-e, choicely-hred stallions having Imhmi donateil 
to assist a plan for tlie production of cavalry 
reuimiiits in the Big Horn Basin coiintr.v. Tlie work 
in that locality has been undertaken by Thomas 
W. Ames, who has entered into a «♦ontract W’ith the 
f«‘ileral government for tlie pnalin'tlon of army 
horses, Mr. Ames has had considerable experience 
in horse breetling and possesses several Imndred 
head of desirable mares, wdiicli should make ideal 
mates for tlioroiighhreii sires. The fact that the 
range is available for practically the entire .vear. 
marks the venture as a distinct e«*ononiic advance 
ill the production of remounts — a matter w’liicli the 
federal government has liegnn to consider seriously. 
The great Pan Handle country of Texas is only 
awaiting the I'oniing of men with the courage and 
ambition of Mr. Ames, to furnish many thousands 
of horses of the sort that are most «h*sirable for 
the cavalry arm of the servu-c. 

GENESEE PLAN PROVES SUCCESSFUL. 

W'liile the members of the Jocke.v Club liave al- 
ways liecn sanguine of the ultimate success of the 
BnsMliug Bureau, their optimism has lieen height- 
ened by the results obtained from the plan now in 
iisi* in the (Genesee Valley, w’liere a numlier of 
mares of desirable types have lx*en placfsl writli 
reprc*si*ntative farmers, whose only ohilgatlon is to 
bmsl them to stallions of the Bureau. Tliis plan, 
whieh is under the supervision of tlie Gem»see Val 
le.v Breeders’ Ass4M‘L‘itiou. of which Mrs. Herbert 
Wadsworth of Avon, X. Y., is the head, has made 
friends from its iii<‘eption. Tlie fanners and liorse 
lm*eders of that fertile region knew little of the 
merits of the half-hred or clean-breil horse as a 
utility animal until the past two years. Exiierience 
lias taught them that w’eight in the (*oliar is not 
the only qualification that makes for service in 
a w’ork horse, but tliat the general whalebone at- 
tributes of the horse of blood and energy render 
liim a desirable adjunct in the machinery for crop 
prmluctiou. It lias lieen found that the sons and 
daughters by tiioroiighbreil sires from heavy draught 
matrons, walk more briskly aud do their work on 
less fee«l than otlier horses and there is alw'ays 
the additional recommendation that they are the 
sort the country needs in time of w’ar. 

Many of the inarch in the hands of the Genesee 
Valley Breeiiers’ Assoedation were donated by meni- 
liers of the Jockey ('lub and hunt clubs and by pub- 
lic-spirited men and women, who wanted to encour- 
age the movement. Their number is being added to 
<‘onstantly and interest is being stimulated by the 
premiums offered by the Jockey Flub at the great 
State Fair at Syracuse and at the various fairs in 
counties whore Breeding Bureau sires are located. 
Hie Ro(*hester Horse Show', with <*ommendable en- 
terprise, has also made classes for half-breds, so 
that there is every incentive for the production of 
liigh -class horses of this type. 

NEW ALLY nr MAJOR CHANDLER. 

A new ally has been secured in the person of 
Maj. (ieorge Fletclier ('handler, head of the New 
York State constabulary, who was quick to see the 
merits of the half-bred as a mount for his troopers 
and who has planned to mate a number of the 
western mares now being used in the service with 
thoroughbred sires. Already two splendid sfierdmens 
— Fashion Plate, by Woolsthorpe, and Marse Henry, 
by Ben Brush — have been donated for the work by 
tile Breeding Bim*au, aud these will be followred by 
two others, so that each of the four stations — Ba- 
tavia, Syracuse. Albany and White Plains — shall 
have a representative when the breeding season 
ofiens ill a few weeks. 

At the present time thirty -four stallions are do- 
ing duty under the auspices of the bureau, of which 
nineteen are iii New York, seven in Maryland, four 
in Pennsylvania, one in Ohio and tw'elve in otlier 
liarts of the Union. It is safe to say that this 
numlH^r will be addeil to materiall.v during tlie sea- 
son; in fact, the sterling performer Mac. by for- 
eign-bred M«*Gee, a son of The White Knight, has 
within tiM* past few days been donated by G. W. J. 
Bissell. of Pittslnirgli, who says: 

“I regard the work which the Jockey Club Breed- 
ing Bureau is doing as of the greatest imiiortaiice. 
anil I only wish I had a dozen horses like Mac to 
donate to the siTvii-e. We liave not given conserva- 
tion of our horse proiliict anything like the attention 
it desiTves. I lio|ie to live long enough to find a 
breeding bureau iiKNleled along tin* lines of that of 
the Jockey Club in active oiieration in evert state 
in tlie Union.” 

POPULARITY OF THE PIMLICO TRACK 

Shown by Passing of Senator Frick’s Bill to Permit 
the Continuance of Raidng at Famous Course. 

Baltimore, Md., April 3. — Every one interested in 
the gn*at sjMirt of racing hereabouts is elated over 
the out(*oiii«' of the bitter fight wageil in tlie Leg- 
islature of this state in which racing came through 
with <*olors flying. The climax caiiic Monday, when 
Senator Frhk’s bill providing, in substance, that 
the extension of Baltimore’s limits, recently granted 
by the liegislatiire, shall in no way affect racing 
at Pimlli-o, passofi the House of Delegates under a 
susiiension <»f the rules, nnd will become a law as 
5HMH1 as it is sign«‘<| bv the governor. 

The vote on the bill was 5T. to 13. Baltimore’s 
delegation, which has l»*en tiireatening to defeat 
the iiieasun*. withdrew its op|»osition after lieing as- 
sured that all the revenue deriviil from the lieeiising 
of ra«*e tracks in the aiinexeil territory will be 
tiimetl into t!ie county treasury. 

This assuraiu*<> was given in the shape of an 
amendnieiit to tiie original bill, which also provides 
that all raeiiig i„ the annex shall »>e eondiicted un- 
der the rules and regulations prescrilied by the 
Baltiinon* Couiitv Racing C«»iiiniissioii, just as thougli 
tlie city’s limits bad not lH*en extended. This 
aiiieiKliiient w.is put in tlie House and tin* Senate 
^•oUl•ll^red. 

RECOGNITION FOR THE SPORT. 

The eiiactinent of this measure, along with the 
passage of the hill treating a racing <-oniinission for 
I’rince Georges ('oiiiity. in wliieli the Itowie track 
is hK-ated. insures a continuance of racing at all 
four of the big Marvlaiid trai'ks tiuriiig the next 
two .rears, the anti-betting bill having been de- 
featiil several days ago. ^ 

Ittiwie was in danger be<*ause. under the law, it 
had to apply to the ('imiit Uoiirt of the county for 
ai {K'rniit. and there was mi telling when such a 
IM-riiiit might Ik* refusetl. On more than one oi*- 
casioii the i-oiirt. when issuing a iiennit, threatem*d 
to withliohl its approval in tlie future. Bowie here- 
after will not have to Imtlier with the <*ourt». 

Pimlieo. without the eiiaetineiit of the Frick bill 
or some similar lileasiire. pmbabl.v would have had 
to « Iose after January 1, 1919, because on that date 
that part of Baltimore count v in wliich tlie track is 
hKMteii lieiomes a part of Baltimore city and the 
cit.v ciiarter prohibifs iM'tting. 

There was. of eoiirsi*. the iKissibility of the Mary- 
land JiK-key riiili o|ieiiiiig iifi a new plant in the 
cmiiity. lint I'imlico itself was wliat every friend 
of racing wante<l f(» have liocause of its sentimeutui 
assm-iutions. There i-ouhl have lieeii no such at- 
tachments to any other race track as |M>ople of 
Mar.vlaml have for I’imlieo. and with it closed it 
was feareil racing might Ik* alKilisheil. Iii^ all of the 
talk there has Im*i*ii alKUit prohibiting racing in this 
state, tin* one «-r.v lias Ik*<*ii, “Save Pimlico if |kis- 
sible.” 

Under another hill, pass(*il last week. Pimlli'O will 
have to pay $3,INN> a day for each day of its im*et- 
iiig. With its twenty-six racing days a year this 
iticaiis an annual tax of $7S.(NNI. That, under 
tie* Frick hill iiassed Monday, will go into the tr«‘:is- 
ury of Balliiuore county.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 



Everything indicates that the first terrific Ger- 
man rush has s|)ent itself, paralyzing losses having 
staggereil the kaiser’s program of a headlong lunge 
to sudden victory. As reports come in from various 
soim-es, it becomes more and more evident that 
the (iemian casualties have Ijeen fearful. Army 
<*on>s litem lly were cut to pieces. One reimrt from 
neutral S4»urces puts the German losses as high 
as .lOU.tNM) men since the offensive was laiiocla-d. 
Under such c«»nditions it has been necessary to 
move up new <*ori»s aud reorganize those which have 
liecii in action, before they again can ^come ef- 
fective <*onibat* units. In this coniieciion a British 
heaihiuartcrs dispatch says. ’’According to prison- 
ers, the Two Hundreil and Eighth German division 
siiict* the beginning of the offensive, has sufferetl 
loss«*s of seventy per cent. The Twentieth divi-- 
sioii lost fifty per cent. The Eighty-Eighth divi- 
sion lost thirty per cent the first day and forty 
|)cr c*eiit in an attack on Mezieres March 29. In the 
First division the average strength of the com- 
panies was redm*e<l to forty men by March 28. 
The Guard Ersatz division suffereil twenty -five 
per cent loss between March 21 and 28. The Fifth 
division had fifty per cent casualties at Ham and 
additional heavy losses in crossing the Somme. In 
an attack north of the Scarpe river, one regiment 
of the Twenty-Sixth division lost twenty-four offi- 
cers.” 

The brigading of Americ.an battalions with the 
British and French forces will, according to com- 
petent uutliority at Washington, bring alioiit a 
change in the plans for calling drafted men to the 
servii'e. The uew situation makes iiossible the fol- 
lowing: The number of men to be calle<l this year 

may la* doubled, dependent ui>on the facilities of 
tns>p transiHirtation to Eiin>p«‘. The call for troops 
through the next draft may be so large as to make 
it iieces.sary to go beyond class 1 in order to fill 
the training camps, a course which draft officials 
liad not desireil to pursue if imssible to avoid it. 
April, May ami June quotas, now being prepared, 
may be swelleil to. twi«*e tlieir pronose<I size. In- 
stead of 800,000 men b»Miig called this year, as many 
as 1.«00.(N)0 men iua.r be called; this, it is believed, 
would exliaust available material in class one. 
Training in the camps ami cantonments pr»»bahly 
will l»e shortemsl. men to be sent abroad as soon 
as they master the fiiiidameiitals. To empty camps 
rapidly. 

With the sei-oml st.agp of the liattle of Picanly 
still t«i ilevelop. Washington yestenlay was s|hhmi- 
lating what the next move would be. Army strate- 
gists are somewhat puzzled becaus«‘ the rolling -up 
movement, which se<*miiigly was started b.v the 
British :ind French, has l»een abandoned. It is Ih»- 
lieved that there has lM‘en a distinct change in the 
plans of General F<H*h, the supreme i-ommumler-iii- 
chief. and no one at Wasliington would be sur- 
prised should the entente launch an offensive against 
the (ieriiians at a isdiit far reniove<l from the pres- 
ent S 4 *i*ne of the fighting. The scries of battles 
which tiM* German assault precipitated must last 
for months. offi«*ers say. They dtH'lare there is a 
de« idc<l chaiM'e that this summer’s eamimign can be 
made the fin.il one of the war. Germany now is at 
the miixiuiiim of men. thes<* offii-crs saiy. ami it has 
Ihmmi deinonstrat»*d that tlie allied forces now in 
Fraiiici* can hold the (;<‘rniaii armies.
